Every new factory establish- 
ed in the state gives employment to 
people who become the consumers 
of our, agricultural products and the 
factory and its employes become 
taxpayers. 
I am sure that no one 


would have the courage to say that 
we should not make every possible 
effort to bring new industries to the 
state, and yet if we are going to load 
them down with unreasonable tax 
buillens can we expect them to come, 
or will we be able to hold those 
which arc here? 


In order that the income taxpay- 


ers' situation be understood, I will 
use two illustrations: Under exist- 
ing- statutes, both federal and' state, 
and with the additions proposed in 
this bill, the taxpayer who has jar. 
income of $50,000 would pay a tota! 
tax to the state and federal govern- 
ment of ?18,4GG. 
A person with an 


income of $10,000 would pay the | 
state and federal government an in- 
come tax of ?1,483.50. 


By far the largest per cent of 


this class of incomes are made from 
property that has already paid the j 
general tax. The individual begins 
to pay a surtax on an income of 54,- 
'000. 


While this bill is Iimited_ to one 


year it establishes a principle winch 
I Ltlieve to be wrong, and the vntn 
in .the senate indicates that many 
senators share this view with me. 
The following senators voted against 
its passage:
